2. The promotion of the above officers to the grade of 
Scientist ‘D’ under the FCS will be in situ and personal to the 
officers concerned and will not result in specific vacancy in 
the lower grade of Scientist ‘C’ on that account. The posts 
being currently held by the concerned officers will stand 
upgraded for the duration of their stay in the higher grade 
i.e. Scientist ‘D’ and the posts shall stand downgraded to the 
original level once these officers vacate the higher posts,
